Only 1,000 Troops

CALCUTTA, March 5.—(?)}— 
British armored units, cutting 
across the Irrawaddy river valley 
in an 85-mile dash, have severed 
the main Japanese land, air and 
water links between Mandalay 
and Rangoon and have seriously 
threatened the entire enemy posi- 
tion in Burma, Allied headquar- 
ters said today. 


With the aid of British airborne 
infantry, flown in at the climax 
of the operation, the armored col- 
umn seized eight airdromes intact, 
killed more than 1,600 Japanese, 
captured 40 guns and destroyed 
enough enemy supplies to feed a 
Japanese division for 10 days. The 
important communicetions center 
of Meiktila, 70 miles south of 
Mandalay, was captured. 


In a long sweep through central 
Busma American fighter pilots 
gave the ground units sfipport 
from the air and the column, 
which was partially self-sustain- 
ing, received some supplies from 
cargo planes. 

The main Japanese forces de- 
fending Burma now are virtually 
cut off from the south. Their 
only clear escape roads run gen- 
erally southeast through moun- 
tainous country into Thailand 
(Siam). It is believed, however, 
tnat the Japanese will put up a 
desperate fight for Mandalay be- 
fore beginning a retreat.

OUIT AND LEAVE DOOR OPEN FOR REICH 
TO REBUILD, IKE TELLS NAZI OFFICERS 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

An appeal from Gen. Eisenhower’s headquarters, addressed 
to German army officers via the American broadcasting sta- 
tion in Europe, has urged that they “reconsider the situation of* 
Germany, the situation of their men and their personal situa- 
tion” and surrender to the Allies. 

“Germany has lost the westwall, her most powerful defense 
in the west. The Allies have reached the Rhine and the Ruhr.” 
said the broadcast yesterday as reported by the OWI. “In the 
east the Red army is standing before Berlin. The industrial 
areas of Upper Silesia, East Prussia, Posen (Poznan) and parts 
of Saxony, Brandenburg and Pomerania are in Russian hands. 
The end is merely a question of time.... 

“The responsibility for the outcome of the war no longer 
rests with the German officer. But the responsibility for his 
men remains—and this responsibility will indubitably be taken 
into account by postwar Germany.. Germany’s future will be 
hard, but there will be a possibility for reconstruction. The 
Allies do not intend to destroy Germany—only the politicians 
know that their number is up, 

“Many German officers whose names must remain unknown 
have sent parliamentaries to the Allies in a hopeless situa- 
tion and surrendered their troops. Other officers who could 
not take this course of action ordered their men to cease fire 
when the attack caught up with them. 

“We cannot expect the German officer to do anything that 
would be contrary to his honor or to his country’s interest. 
It is in Germany’s interest to put an end to this useless blood- 
shed. The decision is up to the German officer.”

A vast pall of smoke and dust 
hung over Cologne as massed ar- 
tillery crunched into its ruins, 
seeking out the six tank and 
Volksgrenadier divisions, which 
by prisgner report had pulled back 
into the inner core behind Co- 
logne’s ancient wall. 

The only way out was by way 
of Hohenzollern bridge, and its 
approaches were heaped with the 
debris of bombings and shellings. 
The two spires of Cologne’s 14th 
century cathedral in the center of 
the city loomed up through the 
battle haze. 

The veteran 104th Division 
swept through the western sub- 
urban towns of Weiden, Widders- 
dorf and Lovernich and then 
drove on east into the city on the 
main highway from Dueren. 

The Eighth Infantry was mov-

Roosevelts Most 
Encouraging Report 


(Editor’s Note: Ralph McGill is en route around 
the world as a meinber of the American Society

‘(On Thursday the President gave congress and the nation an 
account of his stewardship of those obligations which he assumed 
in asking for a fourth term. That immense obligation was to do 
everything humanly possible to establish the foundations of a uni- 
versal world organization for the maintenance of lasting peace. 
The prime condition for the realization of such a hope is that the 
three major powers should remain united beyond the war and 
reach, in advance of the ceasing of hostilities, agreement on those 
matters most calculated to disunite them. ) 

This unity might have been sought in two ways: The one— 
superficially easier—to divide the world into areas of influence, in 
which each should agree not to rival the other, with the almost 
certain result that the Big Three would, in fact, eventually become 
rivals: the other—and much more difficult—to limit the ambitions 
of the great powers, reach mutual policies for every disputed 
area, and leave space for creative forces outside their own realms 
freely to develop. 

For a time it looked as though the first tendency were develop- 
ing, and, failing in an active role of the United States, it would be 
bound in the nature of things to prevail. For us there were only 
two choices: To carve out a sphere of our own against every Amer- 
ican instinct and tradition, or to persaude the others to limit them- 
selves inside the framework of an organization of the world. 
Main Mission The latter was, as I see it, the main political 

mission of the President at Yalta. It involved 
reaching mutual and unanimous agreement on the Polish question, 
the Yugoslav, the Greek, the Italian, and finally, the German. It 
is obviously impossible to reach an agreement on these, or any other 
questions, which would be wholly satisfactory to each one of the 
Big Three or to the countries themselves. The President, with 
candor and humility, admitted it. 

In Poland, he obviously would have liked to get Lwow at least 
for the Poles. What he did get, however, was joint Allied in- 
fluence in Poland to guard its freedom and democratic processes. 
Though many a Pole may be deeply disappointed in the solution, 
the fact that it is mutually made, and mutually guarded, is the enly 
guarantee that that agonized country may not again be turned into 
a battleground. 

Under entirely different circumstances, the same holds true for 
Germany. One of the greatest dangers to the alliance has been the 
possibility of a conflict over Germany, once she has been defeated. 
This is why it has hitherto been impossible to define unconditional 
surrender. | 

Now, by reason of agreement, the Allies have made it possible 
to offer much more hope to the German people than would have 
been possible a year ago. 

The diplomatic history previous to this war gave the European 
allies reason to fear a struggle might develop to incorporate Ger- 
many to the advantage of one or the other of the Allies. The 
division of Germany would not have excluded the possibility of a 
struggle for the successor states. When the Allies agreed not to 
play this game, Germany’s future became that of a buffer state, 
which could be maintained either by being strong enough militarily 
to defend itself, or by being totally neutralized under the super- 
vision of all. The first is out of the question. But the second has 
a prerequisite: a neutralized country must have the capacity for 
life; otherwise the neighbors would be all but forces to intervene. 
Peace So the promises offered the German people by the Presi- 

dent—and in a spirit fitting to a great humane democ- 
racy—are not made in the interests of the Germans, but in the 
interests of peace between the great powers. 

A decision to eradicate the German people could only mean that 
the Allies could not agree on what to do with them. As long as 
this possibility existed, it was impossible to differentiate between 
the masses of the German people, and the past and present mili. 
tarist nationalism of the German state. 

Once the Allies made up their minds to pursue a strictly mutual 
policy toward Germany, it became essential to differentiate. Thus 
the President, for the first’ time, in calling on the German people 
to surrender, individually, in groups, and in armies, twice referred 
to “Kaiserism,”’ “militarism,” and “Hitlerism,” as imposed on Ger- 
many, and convincingly addressed himself to the common sense of 
the German people. 

For if the Allies hope only to control Germany “temporarily’’— 
whatever length of time “temporary” may mean—they must try to 
lay the foundations for a peaceful society capable of existence. 

The President’s address, delivered as a report from a servant 
of this people, in a spirit sober, humble and sanguine, lacking in 
Woodrow Wilson’s Utopianism and _ self-righteousness, reflecting 
nevertheless Wilson’s idealism—idealism tempered now by a more 
mature consciousness—put the results of his efforts into our hands. 

The President has achieved the beginnings, at least, of a really 
co-operative policy. 

No one could do more.

After They Return 


Those boys of ours who are living, fighting, 

experiencing in so many strange and distant parts 

3 of the world will be coming home to us, some- 

day. But the ones who return won't be the same boys who went 

away. Or, perhaps, it would be better to say they will be the same 
boys, but with changes. 

There are some twelve million of them, or more, who are un- 
dergoing that strange and wrenching experience of life, for months 
and years, as units in a vast organization of uniformed men, disci- 
plined and subject to iaws and ordinances different from those 
they knew in civilian life. 

They have become, to some degree, numbers instead of care- 
free individuals, numbers corresponding to the numbers on the 
dog tags hung around their necks. Otherwise, they are but repe- 
titions of the same pattern, the same pattern of clothing, of equip- 
ment, of training, or way of life, of manner of thinking. 


They have learned that the United States 
Strange Contacts is but a small segment of the world. They 
have lived among people of other nations, of other races, and they 
have found those people interesting, in many cases kind and good. 
They have learned that a thing or a custom is not necessarily the 
best just because it is American. They have found that in some 
of the details of living we could, to our advantage, copy some of 
the customs of other lands. 

They have found, though, that, all things considered, the manner 
of life we know in the United States is preferable to any other, on 
They have learned how blessed they were to be born 
Americans, to live in this country, learned it by absence and by the 
pangs of homesickness. 

Their ways of thought must be changed. A boy who had lived 
all his young years on some Tennessee farm, thinking of the strange 
state, Georgia, beyond the mountains, as a “foreign” country, will 
have a vast changed conception of the world when he returns from 
living, for years, in Australia and on tropic islands of the Pacific. 
The boy who knew only the streets of Brooklyn will be immeasura- 
bly broadened in his ideas after basic training in an Arizona camp, 
advanced training at a Florida base, and social contacts with the 
British people near the base from which, periodically, he roars out 
in a B-29 over the wide expanse of Europe. 


° These men of ours—they’ll be older than 
Better Perspective when they went away—will come back 
with a new wisdom deep in their eyes and with a new idealism 
for the America they hope to help create. For they will have been 
looking at us at home and at the things we do, from a perspective 
that gives them, in one sense, a clearer view and a better under- 
standing. 

There will be some things we have done which will win only 
their scorn and condemnation. 

They will come back with a new and a deeper pride in their own 
country, but with the knowledge that neither it, nor its institutions, 
are perfect. But their pride as Americans will impel them to 
strive to contribute towards moving this land a little way nearer 
to the perfections of which we all dream. 

They will be critical, yet appreciative. They will look on us 
with eyes that can weigh and compare and, while they rejoice over 
many things, they will not hesitate to seek change where they be- 


lieve change to be good. 

: The impact, upon American life, of 
Long-Time Effect twelve a ilion young citizens, fresh from 
years of world travel, world observation and world contacts, will 
be felt for generations to come. Probably for all time. 

It may well be that these young men, after they come home, 
will be the factor which will shape our manner of life for cen- 
turies to come. 

And it is a good thing. For they will come home purged of 
that handicap of provincialism, filled with love of country but no 
longer tainted by the prejudice of ignorance which is so disastrous 
upon a community when it is the ruling emotion. 

No future Georgia politician will be able to make stump cam- 
pagn capital by calling Americans of neighboring states “furriners.” 
Not with men who have learned to respect the folks they have 
met and known in so many distant lands.

Analyzing 
The Wallace Vote\ 


WASHINGTON.—The senate vote confirming 

the nomination of former Vice President Wal- 

. lace as secretary of commerce lends itself to an 
interesting analysis. 

With the exception of a mere handful of diehards, all Demo- 
cratic opposition to the Wallace nomination collapsed after the sens 
ate passed the George bill, which divorced the various federal lend- 
ing agencies from the Department of Commerce. 


The opposition to Mr. Wallace as a member of the President’s 
cabinet had centered almost entirely on the lending agencies. When 
the source of this objection had been removed, the Democrats, save 
only five members, withdrew their opposition. ) 

_ Of the five dissenting Democrats, three of them—Byrd, of Vir- 
ginia; “Pass-the-Biscuits” O’Daniel, of Texas, and McCarran, of 
Nevada—may be dismissed as meaningless, since they have con- 
sistently voted the Republican line rather than their own party. 
Particularly is this true of Byrd and O’Daniel, who, for all the 
purpose they serve, might as well sit on the Republican side of 
the chamber. 

The remaining two Democratic dissenters were McKeller and 
Stewart, of Tennessee. 

Republicans, on the other hand, continued to vote as they did 
in the beginning. Those who opposed the Wallace nomination at 
the start on the grounds that the former vice president should. not 
be given control over giant government lending agencies were still 
opposed to him after the agencies had been taken away. 

In other words, it was not the lending agencies that prompted 
the Republican opposition to Mr. Wallace; it was Mr. Wallace him- 
self. Twenty-seven of them voted to reject his nomination despite 
the passage of the George bill. 

The shallowness of the Republican position is thus revealed. 


: ° But the senate vote on the nomination 
Other Implications has other implications of a political na. 
ture which extend into the future. Mr. Wallace, whether he de. 
serves it or not, has come to be the symbol of liberal forces in the 
country. He has attained that position no less by his own deeds 
than by the character of the conservative opposition that has been 
raised against him. . 

A symbol of liberalism, he has been made the target of con. 
servatism. 

Stripped of all pretenses, the vote against his confirmation rep- 
resented a division of sentiment along those lines. There was no 
justification for opposing his nomination after the lending agencies 
had been removed from the department. 

The effect of the vote, therefore, is to align the Republican party 
further with the cause of conservatism. 

Now, it just happens that the Republicans have lost the past 
eight national elections, chiefly because the party was not able to 
divorce itself from the label of conservatism. At every congres- 
sional and presidential election since 1930 the Republicans have 
made a bid for liberal support, only to lose out because of the 
party’s record of conservatism. 

The GOP has formed the habit of becoming liberal only on 
election years. That is why the vast majority of liberal-minded 
voters cling to the Democratic party. 

Consequently, the Republicans have done their cause no good, 
it seems, by allowing a majority of the party’s representation in 
the senate to cast a futile vote against Mr. Wallace. It merely 
adds a fresh coat of paint to the party’s drab colors of conservatism. 

The position taken by Sen. Brewster, of Maine, one of the ten 
Republicafi senators who voted for confirmation, would have been 
far more preferable for the party. He maintaineti that the long- 
established practice of the senate of not interferring with presi- 
dential cabinet appointments, except for grounds of morality or 
competence, should not be broken. 

As it is, the Republican majority vote on the Wallace nomina- 
tion is sure to come back to haunt the GOP in subsequent national 
elections.

Air Bases May Be Useless 


WASHINGTON.—The appear- 
nce of an article entitled “Base 
Nonsense” in the February issue 
of “U. S. Naval Institute Pro- 
eeedings,” a semiofficial organ of 
which none other than Adm.-in- 
Chief Ernest J. King is named as 
chief sponsor, has caused a dis- 
tinct sensation in naval and con- 
gressional circles. 

The substance of this outgiv- 
ing, in marked conflict with views 
expressed by the late Secretary 
of the Navy Frank Knox, and 
heretofore regarded as administra- 
tion policy, is that far-flung bases 
of themselves may constitute cost- 
ly “white elephants,” just about 
4s ornamentally useless as the 
yeast which adorn,.the Siamese 
court. 

Specifically frowned on as sites 
for permanent American naval oc- 
cupation are Guadalcanal in the 
Solomon Islands, New Guinea, 
Formosa, the Philippine Islands 
and “bases” in Africa, presumab- 
lv including Dakar. nd even 
Pearl Harbor and a prospective 
base in the Marshall islands are 
cited as possibly not worth what 
‘it would cost us, acting alone, to 
make them secure. 

The real solution, it is declar- 
d. lies in “a realistic system of 
‘orld organization,” which would 
act quickly to knock down any fu- 
ture Hitler the moment he raises 
his head, 

“Maintenance and local security 
of bases (open to use by all of the 
United Nations) would be divid- 
ed along the logical lines of geog- 
raphy, each nation maintaining 
the bases within its own terri- 
tory. Coupled with a stern policy 

of swift punishment for any ag- 
gressor nation showing signs of 
restiveness, it would bring the 
maintenance stations within prac- 
ticable economic limits.” 

The author of this article is 
Cmdr. W. C. Chambliss, presently 
nm active service in the public re- 
lations branch of the Navy De- 
partment. Previously he served 
as aide to Adm. Harry E. Yarnell, 
now retired but still regarded as 
one of the most influential naval 
Jder statesment and this especial- 
ly as concerns issues related to the 
Far East. 

The basic rule Cmdr. Chambliss 
lays down is that a base, to be

effective, must be equipped with) 


“anappropriate fleet physically 
present and ready for action.” 
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What happens when this require- 
ment is absent, he says, was il- 
lustrated in the “superbly fitted 
British bases in China and Ma- 
laya. 

“They possessed the means to 
support a powerful fleet, quite 
adequate for dealing with the Jap- 
anese. But the Japanese were not 
Cealt with, because the bases lack- 
ed one vital element—the fleet. 
The result is tragically well 
known. Those tases, Hongkong 
and Singapore, speedily were put 
to use for the purpose of sustain- 
ing a fleet—but it was the Japa- 
nese fleet, the naval force that 
"“c; able physically to get there. 

“  . . It is loose thinking to 
hold that the disaster at Pearl 
Harbor prevented the U. S. Pacific 
fleet from proceeding to the Far 
East and operating from our own 
and British bases against the Japa- 
nese. Even had we not lost a 
single ship at Pearl Harbor, we 
could not have sent our fleet to 
the Far East with any -wrospect 
but disaster worse than that 
which befell it at Pearl Harbor. 

“Our Pacific fleet lacked the 
air strength and the supply train 
to support it in such a foray.” 

Pearl Harbor alone will require 
much heavier forces of ships and 
men than we have ever maintain- 
ed there in the past, Chambliss 


fective as a base would require 
still stronger local forces and 
more heavily guarded lines of 
supply. 

“Far flung indeed would be 
United States’ stations in the Phil- 
ippines, Formosa and even more 
distant reaches of the Southwest 
Pacific.” 

Further, Chambliss says:

Why 
shouldn’t we hold onto ’em?— 
thus runs the argument. The an- 
swer, of course, is that we can’t 
hold onto them.

Whether by superior initiative 
and enterprise or through flaws 
in their censorship, our British 
colleagues in the newspaper busi- 


ness have scooped our boys on a 
number of important stories both 
in the field and on the diplomatic 
front in the course of the last 
year, I lean almost horizontally 
to the belief that our trouble has 
been no lack of hustle and news- 
sense but interference and a too- 
—ee observance of the 
code, 


However, to anyone who worked 
among our British brethren a 
Quarter of a century ago or be- 
fore, it is pleasantly apparent that 
ythey have stepped up their meth- 
ods and pace. This is a compli- 
ment to our set because they 
learned it all from us. It was the 
American reporter, fresh from 
chasing fire engines in this coun- 
try and with no more reverence 
for a noble lord in the foreign of- 
fice than for the mayor of Chi- 
cago in the city hall, who taught 
them speed in delivery and punch 
in preparation. The process was 
rather painful to them at times. 


A few weeks after the Easter 
uprising in Dublin in 1916, a 
small meeting was held in the of- 
fice of the home secretary or co- 
lonial secretary in Whitehall which 
pointed up the difference between 
the status and methods of native 
English reporters, or press-men as 
they permitted themselves to be 
called, and the Americans. Wil- 
bur Forrest, now a distinguished 
executive of the N, Y. Herald- 
Tribune, but then of the United 
Press and not long out of Peoria, 
and some other Americans, had 
whipped over to Dublin aboard 
a British man-of-war, leaving the 
English press flatfooted. Our cous- 
ins were quite upset and this lit- 
tle conference was called to thresh 
things out, 


An English journalist, speaking 
for their crowd, protested to the 
secretary who was, I believe, Sir 
Francis Younghusband, against the 
favoritism to the foreigners. In a 
wounded and by no means de- 
manding tone, he desired an ex- 
Planation. 


“But,” the secretary said, “none 
of you gentlemen asked to be al- 
lowed to go. What was I to do, 
send for you? These American 
reporters came to me asking per- 
mission and transportation and I 
sent them on their way.” 


Our English colleague wilted 
visibly. This was a revolutionary 
thing, press-men dashing to a cab- 
inet member in person with such a 
request. The correct way would 
have been for one’s editor to write 
a letter to an undersecretary and 
possibly, at some future time, a 
“special representative’ would 
have composed a scholarly and 
handwrought essay to appear back 
among the goiters and electric 
belts, as we used to say, perhaps 
weeks after the ashes and the 
story had grown cold.

PRINCETON, N. J.—President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt was re- 
elected to the presidency last No- 
vember for a fourth term princi- 
pally because he was able to draw 
support from extremely diverse 
groups in the civilian voting pop- 
ulation. 

From an analyst’s point of view, 
civilian voting behavior in the 
1944 election was in many cases 
far from “normal.” Voting pat- 
terns were interrupted and well 
established trends disappeared. 


It was a combination of renew- 
ed support among business, pro- 
fessional, as well as white collar 
people on the one hand, and des- 
pite some defection, the contin- 
ued heavy support among labor 
(especially union labor) on the 
other that brought about a Roose- 
velt victory. 

In other words, for the first 
time since 1932, the sharp eco- 
nomic cleavage marking political 
behavior tended to diminish. 
Other issues, principally the war, 
became dictating factors. 

For example, the steady defec- 

tion from Roosevelt among busi- 
ness, professional, and white col- 
lar people. was not only brought 
to a halt, but the President actu- 
ally registered gains in all three 
groups. 
' His greatest gain came from 
voters in the business’ group, 
where his vote was seven points 
above that of 1940. He made a 
four-point gain among profession- 
al people, and a three-point gain 
among white collar workers. 

In spite of the Roosevelt gains, 
however, Govérnor Dewey carried 
a comfortable majority among 
both business and professional 
people; but white collar workers, 
who in 1940 gave Willkie & ma- 
jority of their votes, this time gave 
the President a slight edge in their 
group. 

Farmers, continuing their move- 
ment away from Roosevelt, which 
started in 1936, gave Governor

A comparison of the civilian 
vote in the great urban centers— 
cities with populations of more 
than 500,0000—with the vote of 
voters from the nation’s farms 
and small towns emphasizes a fact 
apparent in 1936 and again this 
year. This is a tendency toward 
centralization of Democratic pow- 
er in the big cities as contrasted 
to the growing Republican strength 
in the rural and farm areas.

Meals in which the meat is 
short, usually need a substantial 
dessert. A dessert using a good 
quantity of milk is not heavy, 
though it packs a lot of good nu- 
trition. Milk contains proteins of 
excellent quality, much the same 
as those in meat. Besides milk fur- 
nishes good tooth-building mate- 
rials. Dark molasses is a good 
source of food iron, so these des-
